Liquor store clerks, 


dealers have problem 


(Editor’s Note: This is the last of a 
two-part series on underage drinking 
in Lompoc Valley).

Owners of stores that sell alcoholic 
beverages have a recurring bad 
dream. 
A person who appears to be 25 or so 
walks into the store and purchases a 
couple six-packs of beer. As they walk 
outv a policeman apprehends the 
person and asks to see some iden­ 
tification. 
The purchaser turns out to be 18 or 
19 and the store gets busted for selling 
alcohol to a minor. 
When it happens it can be more than 
a bad dream. A nightmare is more 
like it. 
For selling booze to persons under 
21, a store can be fined as much as 
82,000, have its license suspended, or 
worse, revoked. At the minimum get­ 
ting busted for selling to minors costs 
$165 
There are two aspects to the situa­ 
tion. First the owner faces criminal 
action for com m itting a m is­ 
demeanor. This usually amounts to a 
fine of about $65. 
Secondly, selling to a minor is a 
violation of Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control regulations. It is 
here the situation gets sticky for the 
owner of a store that has been busted. 
According to an ABC spokesman, 
once a store is cited for selling to a 
minor, the department investigates 
the case, interviewing the store 
owner or personnel involved and the 
minor involved. 
In some cases if the minor looks 
much older than their age the depart­ 
ment can decide not to take action. In 
the majority of cases though it does 
pursue the matter. 


If it finds the store guilty of selling 
to a minor the penalty can be a 
suspension of the liquor license, 
usually for a period of about 15 days. 
The owner can petition for a com- 


promise and if the ABC agrees, pay a 
fine instead. 
For the first violation the fine is 
usually between $100 and $500. A se­ 
cond violation can run as high as 
$2.000. The fines are based on 20 per 
cent of the gross daily sales of alcohol 
for the store during each day of the 
proposed suspension. 
Fines are at the discretion of the 
ABC 
Obviously most stores observe the 
regulations rather closely since each 
violation in itself is expensive and 
repeated violations can lead to having 
the liquor license revoked. 
Liquor licenses on the open market 
are selling for around $20,000 to 
$30,000—when you can find one for 
sale. New licenses are sold by the 
ABC only when the population in an 
area increases enough to warrant. 
Therefore losing a liquor license 
isn’t exactly a slap on the hand. 
The burden for seeing the laws are 
enforced falls squarely on the owners 
and personnel of the stores. It’s a big 
burden, especially with the penalties. 
In order to help police the problem, 
Jansson's Liquors has formulated its 
own strict policy on when to ask for 
identification, according to store 
manager Ron Hooker. 
“One thing we’ve done is to raise 
our requirements. If we don’t think a 
person is 25 we ask for their ID. We 
absolutely do not want to make a sale 
to a minor. There is nothing in it for 
us,” Hooker said. 
That’s one way of giving yourself 
margin for error, which is one thing 
badly needed because, as Walt Sus- 
see, manager of Bel Air Liquors, 
says, looks can be just a little deceiv­ 
ing in this day and age. 
“Looks are about the only way you 
can challenge somebody. It’s pretty 
hard with long hair and beards now,” 
he said. 
The way a person acts can be a dead 
giveaway to their age.

NEW DELHI (UPI) — Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, the founder of Bangladesh, 
was shot to death by his own bodyguards today in a military coup that replaced 
him as president with a rightist lawyer considered to be pro-American, reports 
from Dacca said. 
Reports reaching Calcutta, 150 miles southeast of the Bangladesh capital of 
Dacca, said Mujib was slain in the presidential palace along with his two 
nephews and Prime Minister Mansoor. He was replaced as president by Com­ 
merce and Foreign Trade Minister Khondakkar Mushtaque Ahmed, 56. a one­ 
time Mujib ally. 
Ahmed, vice president of the ruling Awami League party that was in­ 
strumental in winning Bangladesh's independence from Pakistan, was sworn in 
as president by the acting Chief Justice Mohammed Hussain. Radio Dacca 
reported. 
The Radio said Ahmed received pledges of loyalty from the three chiefs of 
the armed forces, the inspector general of Dacca police and other law enforce­ 
ment agencies and from the acting chief of Rakhi Bahini, the force that Mujib 
used as a private storm trooper force in his days as absolute ruler 
India. Pakistan and the Soviet Union all could find cause for worry in the 
change because of Ahmed’s actions in the past. He fought Pakistan for in­ 
dependence and he has struggled to free Bangladesh from Indian and Soviet 
domination 
Radio broadcasts from Dacca said the coup came because of Mujib's in­ 


ability to solve the staggering economic problems of the densely-populated 
country ravaged periodically by floods, drought, civil war and cyclones, a 
country plagued by corruption and a painfully inept bureaucracy. 
Dacca Radio said messages were received from people of all walks of life 
congratulating and hailing the armed forces for “taking over and serving at 
this critical hour" 
Special prayers were offered in the city’s mosques and an unprecedented 
gathering thronged the morning Thanksgiving prayer in which the new presi­ 
dent also took part,” the radio said. 
Radio Dacca said the name of the new new regime had been changed from 
“The People’s Republic of Bangladesh” to “The Islamic Republic of 
Bangladesh,” a further evidence of Ahmed's break with the leftist past of the 
Soviet-backed Mujib Ahmed )s a professed rightist 
Reports reaching New Delhi said there was initial sporadic fighting around 
Dacca at time of the 5:30 a.m. coup but diplomatic reports said foreigners 
were not molested and the U.S. State Department said the 765 Americans in­ 
cluding 111 government personnel and dependents were safe. 
Radio broadcasts said the armed forces imposed a 24-hour curfew and mar­ 
tial law for an indefinite period, but later broadcasts said it had been lifted, in­ 
dicating Dacca was calm. Today was a Moslem prayer day and radios reported 
unprecedented turnout at mosques The broadcasts were interspersed with 
phrases from the Koran and Bengali patriotic songs. 
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Collective bargaining bill 
clears major Senate hurdle

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A last- 
minute bill to give 200,000 state workers, 
but not local government employes, 
industrial-style 
collective 
bargaining 
rights cleared a major Senate hurdle to­ 
day. 
Eleventh-hour 
negotiations led by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. on a broader 
bill that would include nearly all county 
and municipal workers deadlocked 
Thursday 
night, effectively ending 
chances for passage this year of the 
“comprehensive" measure the governor 
sought. 
The Governmental Organization Com­ 
mittee. on the last day it could act upon 
collective bargaining legislation this 
year under Senate and Assembly rules, 
approved the state em ploye-only 
proposal on a 6-2 vote 
Brown’s adviser on collective bargain­ 
ing, Ray Fisher, told a reporter that 
despite hopes for a comprehensive bill, 
the governor would be receptive to the 
bill as long as it was linked to a separate 
measure giving school teachers similar 
collective bargaining rights. 
The bill (AB1781) by Assemblyman 
Edwin L. Z’berg, D-Sacramento, would 
allow for the first time the state’s 200,000 
civil service, state college and Univer­ 
sity of California Employes to bargain 
for work contracts. The right to strike is 
not included. 
Employes would be allowed to join an 
exclusive bargaining unit. And a new 
state Public Employment Relations 
Board would be established to operate 
the proposal and mediate labor disputes. 
The measure was sent to the Finance 
Committee where it faces another stiff 
test. 
“I think it has become clear that now 
is not the time for a comprehensive 
collective bargaining bill for all public 
employes,” said Z’berg. 
His bill, which was re-written after the 
governor’s closed-door 
negotiations 
deadlocked, was the fourth major 
proposal to carry the Brown-sought 
collective bargaining rights for all state 
and local government workers. 
In its broader form, it was rejected in 
committee just as the previous three had 
been. The most recent problem in the 
embattled bill was an effort by some 
local policemen to be exempted from 
collective bargaining and a so-called 
“conscious clause” allowing persons 
with religious objections to refrain from 
union activity.

Israel, Egypt

Israel and Egypt have reportedly 
agreed on all key points of an interim 
peace agreement that may bring 
Americans to the Middle East to man 
electronic spy equipment. 


Diplomatic sources in Tel Aviv said 
Thursday the text of the new military 
disengagement agreement in the Sinai 
Desert should be ready for signing by 
Sept. 1. 


The sources said Secreatry of State 
Henry Kissinger is expected to start 
shuttling between Israel and Egypt on 
Wednesday to iron out the final details of 
the accord. 


“It is very likely that Kissinger will 
resume his shuttle next week and there 
is optimism that agreement can be 
reached by Sept. 1,” one source said. 
“By and large, the principles are more 
or less clear.” 


Diplomatic analysts in Washinton said 
there are strong indications that 
American participation would be part of 
the new troop separation agreement. 


Reports on the U.S.-mediated, talks 
have mentioned the possible use of 
American civilians to man Israeli 
electronic spy equipment at the Mitla 
and Gidi mountain passes in the Sinai.

The great mystery in Lompoc currently is why are sparrows falling dead 
from the sky?

For about a week now, residents in the northeast section of town have been 
finding the streets and their lawns littered with literally dozens of dead and dy- 


Ш According to the people who have seen many of the feathered animals, they 
fall from the trees and go into violent spasms before dying. 
Mrs Janet Heathman, 1116 North Orchid, said the birds first began showing 
up dead about Thursday of last week. Her son gathered up a boxful of the 
creatures and she took them to veterinarian Dr. Wes Marshall. 
She told him of the symptoms and he said it sounded like some sort of poison­ 
ing Her first reaction was that the city had been spraying the neighborhood 
trees but a check with city showed they had not sprayed in over a month. 
Dr. Marshall’s office said he has not done an autopsy on any of the birds and 
would not until asked to do so. 
Attempts to track down any agricultural spraying have been fruitless at this 
time. The county Health Department has been notified and said they will look 
into the situation. 
Thursday, a reporter went to the Heathman’s home and a quick check 
counted approximately a dozen dead birds within a 50-foot radius of the 
neighborhood. 


Little acquitted of murder 


RALEIGH, N.C. (UPI) - A racially 
mixed jury deliberated one hour and 21 
minutes today before acquitting Joan 
Little, a black woman accused of 
murdering her white jailer with an ice 
pick during what she said was a sexual 
assault in her cell. 
The state had charged that Miss Little, 
21, had slain Clarence Alligood, 62, in an 
escape plot. But the defense contended 
that the woman stabbed Alligood 11 
times when he forced her to perform oral 
sex on him in the lonely cellblock where 
she was the only prisoner. 


Jury foreman Mark Nielson, a white 
26-year-old stereo equipment salesman, 
read the jury’s verdict: 
“We find the defendant Joan Little not 
guilty.” 
She dropped her head and put a 
handkerchief to her face, and was 
hugged by two of her attorneys. Jerry 
Paul and Karen Galloway. 
Reached at Washington. N.C.. by 
telephone. Alligood’s 62-year-old widow. 
Elsie, declined comment on the verdict. 
“I might think of a lot of things, but I 
don’t want to say nothing " she said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation’s 
balance of payments showed a $123 
billion surplus in the second quarter and 
provided the United States with its first 
six-month surplus since such records 
were kept, the Commerce Department 
said today. 
The figure reflects increased exports 
and less foreign travel and investment 
by Americans abroad. 
The improved picture in the balance of 
payments indicated that the U.S. dollar 
was stronger against other world curren­ 
cies. For the average American that 
means less inflationary pressures at 
home. 
The positive balance followed a $2.95 
billion surplus in the first quarter to 
mark the first time that quarterly sur­ 
pluses have been posted back-to-back 
since the measurement began in 1960 
The two consecutive surplus quarters 
followed deficits of $1.2 billion. $6.2 
billion. $3.9 billion and $7.7 billion in 1974 
The $1.23 billion second quarter sur­ 
plus was the third largest on record, 
Commerce said The first quarter sur­ 
plus was the highest ever measured, sur­ 
passing the previous record $1.8 billion 
surplus in the third quarter of 1973 
The balance of paym ents has 
traditionally been in the red because of 
U.S. investment in foreign countries and 
European vacations by Americans. But 
businessmen are now spending less in 
foreign plants and travelers are not go­ 
ing abroad as much

Sussee says nervousness is 
one sure key: 
“ T hey’re 
nervous, 
m ore 
talkative than usual, they 
hesitate when they come in, 
stand around before they go to 
the cooler and right away you 
pretty much know. Most of the 
time you can tell when they 
come in the door " 
Hooker said: 
“The things you look for are 
facial features, of course, and 
the way they approach you It’s 
got to be a gut reaction. From 
the time they enter the store 
until they walk up to the 
counter you’ve got maybe 30 se­ 
conds to decide whether or not 
they’re old enough." 
Both men agree the liquor in­ 
dustry itself works hard to 
observe the laws. 
“ I think everybody tries to 
police it but some are bound to 
slip by because they look older 
than others. We tell our 
em ployes check and check 
hard. We can’t afford a citation 
for a six-pack of beer. This is 
our livelihood," said Sussee. 
"In most cases it’s not the 
fault of the liquor store owner," 
said Hooker. “ The retailer has 
too much at stake." 
"Since we raised the age 
level we’re doing all we can do. 
We absolutely will not accept 
anything except a valid Califor­ 
nia drivers license with their 
picture on it. although legally a 
draft card can be used for an 
ID." he said. 
Asked whether or not many, 
or any, underage buyers ac­ 
complish their goal, Sussee con­ 
curred with Hooker, who said: 
“ We like to think we don’t 
make any mistakes but I’m 
sure we do. You can’t possibly 
be right every day, as many 
people as come in." 
Although it’s agreed minors 
buying is a problem many peo- 
& 
feel most of them get their 
ze by having someone else 
buy it for them. 
Hooker stated: 
“ I think in 95 per cent of the 
ca u se s this is where the 
youngsters get their booze. If 
it’s obvious (someone is buying 
for minors) we refuse the sale 
but it’s impossible to police. 
“The kids stand around out­ 
side here at night soliciting 
someone to buy for them. We 
try to keep them run off and we 
have even called the police but 
either they can’t or won’t do 
anything about it." 
Store owner Axel Jansson 
said: 
“Their parents don’t believe 
i t ’s going on. They ( th e 
parents) can drive by any F ri­ 
day or Saturday night and see 
them (the kids) standing out­ 
side begging someone to buy for 
them. 
“They'll even pay people to 
buv for them .” he said. 


Sussee said at Bel Air if they 
know someone is buying for a 
minor, they refuse the sale and 
if they suspect it, they warn 
them they’re contributing to the 
deliquency of a minor — a 
crim e in itself. 


Jansson has a plan he'd like to 
see all retailers adopt. It would 
be to put a sign in the store 
detailing the penalties involved 
for persons convicted of buying 
alcohol for minors. 


In all likelihood all the 
precautions, penalties and 
warnings in the world may not 
help the owners, nightmares 
much

Rains 
aid some 
crops

Gully-washing rains on the 
Central Plains and western 
com belt have perked up soy­ 
bean and sorghum crops. But 
com crops in Kansas and Mis­ 
souri lay withered beyond help 
and drought is beginning to cut 
into Illinois crops. 
Up to six inches of rain 
soaked dust-dry portions of 
Kansas in three days. Other 
areas received lesser amounts. 


Light rains dampened por­ 
tions of Iowa Thursday and 
some southwestern com­ 
munities received up to an inch. 
But it fell far short of the 
steady, 3-to-5-inch rain needed 
to revive crops. 
The showers also sent 
temperatures plummeting into 
the 50s, 60s and 70s instead of in 
the blistering 90-to-100-plus 
range of recent weeks. 
Corn crops were not 
responding. 
“ I think the corn is beyond 
any substantial improvement,” 
Missouri Agriculture Director 
James Boillot said Thursday. 
“ But soybeans are another 
thing,” he said. “ I think this 
rain will help the soybeans 
tremendously.” 
He said more rain would be 
needed but that the latest round 
of showers — the first of con­ 
sequence in weeks in Missouri’s 
main agricultural areas — 
“ certainly ... gives us more 
time and it gives some benefit 
to our pastures.”

pointed" that the governor 
reduced the state aid in the bill 
authored by Sen. Albert S. Rod­ 
da, D-Sacramento. 
Riles said the $115 million 
was a “ minimum amount 
necessary to maintain existing 
education programs for the 
1975-76 fiscal year.” But he said 
$88 “ should protect many es­ 
sential programs.” 


Overpayment 
for welfare 
clients told 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Social Security Administration 
today confirmed it has overpaid 
welfare clients by $403 million 
under a new program that 
began a year and a naif ago. 


But a spokesman said the 
agency has already recovered 
$57 million of the total by 
sending out smaller checks in 
later payments. Authority to 
recoup overpayments is limited 
by a Supreme Court decision 
and bureaucratic red tape. 
“ Overpayments and under­ 
payments are a fact of life in 
welfare payments,” he said, 
commenting mi a copyrighted 
story in the Washington Star 
which first disclosed the excess 
payments 
under 
the 
Supplemental Security Income 
Program. 


“ So you just make adjust­ 
ments,” he said. 


The program which began 18 
months ago is designed to sup­ 
plement the income of the aged, 
blind and disabled. 


The spokesman said the $403 
million figure uncovered by the 
Star “ appears to be a correct 
gross figure,” but added he felt 
the overall account of the 
program was an “ unfair dis- 
cription” of the project. 


The overpayments are rela­ 
tively insignificant since they 
amount to only 3 per cent of the 
total payments made under SSI 
since the system was initiated, 
he said.

State energy needs 


said overestimated 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
California’s energy needs for 
the next decade were overe­ 
stimated by the state Public 
Utilities Commission and by the 
major utilities, the state Ener­ 
gy Resources Conservation and 
Development Commission said 
Thursday. 
The energy resources report 
said overestimates for the next 
10 years are off as much as 19 
per cent. 
Pacific Gas it Electric Co., 
Southern California Edison, and 
the San Diego Gas it Electric 
Co., failed to take into con­ 
sideration such factors as the 
changing price of electricity 
when they estimated 1984 de­ 
mand, the report said. 
It said it found the state PUC 
forecast “ subjective and judg­ 
mental and not based on the use 
of accepted an alytical 
techniques.” 
The Energy Resources Con­ 
servation and Development 
Commission was set up last 
year by the legislature to 
oversee the selection of sites 
for future nuclear and conven­ 
tional power stations in Califor- 


nia. Preparation of accurate 
forecasts of electric needs was 
the first step in its work. 
The staff report will be 
presented at hearings beginning 
Aug. 18 in San Diego, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco and 
Sacramento. 
Citing the inaccuracy of 
utility company estimates, the 
staff report says Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co. and the San Diego 
Gas & Electric Co. predicted 
residential demand in 1984 as 
56,907 million kilowatt hours in 
their areas of operation. 
“ However, by using the data 
provided by these utilities and a 
simple but explicit formal 
forecasting model, the Energy 
Commission staff forecasts a 
combined 1984 residential de­ 
mand of 51,626 million kilowatt 
hours, a 9.3 per cent reduc­ 
tion,” the report says. 
Using “ the same simple 
forecasting model” for the en­ 
tire state, it said, the forecast is 
a need for 205,820 million 
kilowatt hours, which is 3.8 per 
cent below the forecast of the 
state Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion. 


Tanker hits platform; 


4 6 abandon vessel 


NEW ORLEANS (U PI) - An 
oil tanker struck an unmanned 
oil platform in the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico and caught fire early today, 
forcing the 46-man crew to 
abandon ship and causing a 
fiery two-mile oil slick. 
The Coast Guard and com­ 
mercial vessels in the area 
rescued 41 of the men and 
searched for the remaining 
five. 
Ten of the survivors were in­ 
jured, two of them seriously. 
“ The thing happened so fast a 
lot of people jumped into the 
water without life jackets,” 
said Coast Guard Lt. Ed 
Mullan. 


He said the ship, the Globtik 
Sun, was bound for Galveston, 
Tex., from the Bahamas when 
the collision occurred about 185 
miles southwest of New Or­ 
leans.

Counsel rules 
on handguns 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — 
Legislation restricting posses­ 
sion of handguns would not 
violate the U.S. Constitution, 
according to Legislative 
Counsel George H. Murphy. 
Murphy's opinion, issued 
Thursday, was requested by 
Sen 
H. L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, on a bill by As­ 
semblyman Alan Sieroty, D-Los 
Angeles 
'Hie measure AB2426 would 
outlaw the purchase, possession 
or transfer of handguns with the 
exception of police, gun clubs, 
and employes of banks. 
Richardson asked if passage 
of the measure would violate 
the Second Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution which sets 
forth the right to “ keep and 
bear arms.” He also asked if 
enforcement of the measure 
would be a violation of federal 
law 
“ The enactment of AB 21426 
would not violate individual 
rights under the Second Amend­ 
ment to the United States Con­ 
stitution and any official who 
lawfully enforced the provi­ 
sions of AB2426, if enacted, 
would not be subject to liability 
under the provisions of the 
United States Code specified,” 
the opinion said. 
It added that “ the sale of 
deadly weapons may be ab­ 
solutely prohibited under the 
policy power of the state.”

But Assemblyman Vincent 
Thomas. D-San Pedro, asserted 
that there seemed to be no im­ 
mediate demand for additional 
oil supplies and questioned the 
need for rapid offshore develop­ 
ment. 
During a recent visit with the 
governor, U.S. Assistant 
Interior Secretary Royston 
Hughes said even if the state 


legislation was signed it “ would 
not necessarily hold up the 
development” of oil production 
on federal tidelands He noted 
that development of new 
California leases would take at 
least six years 
Hughes also acknowledged 
that any jobs related to the 
renewed drilling would be 
"transitory" and have no 
significant long-term impact on 
California employment. 
The federal government 
plans in October to lease 16 
million acres of California of­ 
fshore lands for petroleum 
development 
The moratorium imposed by 
the bill would until 1978, or until 
such time as the legislature ap­ 
proves the coastal preservation 
plan being considered by the 
state Coastal Zone Conserva­ 
tion Commission. 


Supporters believe that 
without the availability of new 
pipelines to get oil to 
refineries, petroleum com­ 
panies will not enter large scale 
development of new offshore 
drilling facilities. 
Opponents have said the state 
would have a weak legal posi­ 
tion in trying to prevent use of 
state tidelands for federal of­ 
fshore oil development. Sup­ 
porters say this may be true, 
but litigation, if necessary, 
would achieve the purpose of 
delaying the drilling anyway.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Rival bills seeking, but not 
guaranteeing, a reduction in 
medical malpractice insurance 
rates by imposing new restric­ 
tions on doctors, lawyers and 
injured patients passed the 
Senate Thursday 
It was the first comprehen­ 
sive malpractice legislation the 
Senate approved since a special 
session was ordered May 19 by 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr. in 
response to a doctors’ strike. 
Opponents complained the 
bills would take away rights of 
grieved patients without assur­ 
ing reasonably priced insurance 
to keep doctors in practice. 
The two similar measures 
were sponsored by Sens. Dennis 
Carpenter, R-Newport Beach 
SBl. and Omer L. Rains, D- 
Ventura SB7 They were sent to 
the Assembly on votes of 25-to-8 
and 25-to-3. respectively. 
“ If you ask categorically will 
this solve the problem. I say I 
don’t have the foggiest idea.’’ 
said Carpenter. 
His remark was typical of 
supporters, who said the best 
that could be accomplished by 
the legislature was to institute 
basic changes in the entire 
malpractice insurance system 
with hopes of bringing down the 
cost of premiums, albeit not 
immediately. 
The Assembly, meantime, 
passed a bill allowing the state 
insurance commissioner to 
reduce proposed malpractice 
rate increases which he finds 
exorbitant, and defeated 
another measure to allow the 
state to take over hospitals 
threatened with bankruptcy 
because of a doctors’ strike. 
The Rains and Carpenter bills 
passed by the Senate would 
make these changes in the law, 
among others: 
— Limit contingency fees for 
attorneys in malpractice cases. 
Carpenter acknowledged his 
proposed limits, which begin at 
half of the first $1.000 in awards 
and go sharply down from 
there, were unrealistic, but he 
complained lawyers had not 
bothered to negotiate with him 


Critics said Rains bill was too 
“ gentle’’ on lawyers 
— Limit damage awards for 
pain and suffering This is the 
amount above damages for lost 
income and medical expenses. 
Carpenter’s limit would be 
$250.000 and only in cases of 
permanent and serious injury. 
Rains' limit would be up to $800 
a month for life 
— Reduce the statute of 
limitations for filing malprac­ 
tice suits to three years The 
current limit is four years from 
date of the injury, but it is 
generally acknowledged that 
exemptions allow suits to be 
filed up to 20 years or more 
from the date of treatment.

the 
membership and responsibility 
of the Board of Medical Ex­ 
aminers. which licenses doc­ 
tors. More public members 
would be added and the board 
would be responsible for 
stricter policing of the medical 
profession 
Insurance Commissioner 
Wesley Kinder has estimated 
premium reductions of 17 to 33 
per cent under the Rains bill 
and up to 31 per cent under 
Carpenter’s.

" I think the economic 
recovery is ahead of schedule, 
both in terms of timing and in 
terms of magnitude,” Pate told 
UPI. 
Patç said key statistical 
measures of the nation’s 
economy are continuing to show 
"surprising” improvement. 
Business inventories — 
warehouse supplies — are one 
of these economic barometers. 
When business has more goods 
than it can sell, it slows produc­ 
tion and lays off workers. But 
as inventories decline, produc­ 
tion resumes and workers are 
rehired. 
After four months of inven­ 
tory reductions, the Commerce 
Department reported Thurs­ 
day, retail and wholesale 
businesses increased backroom 
supplies in June. 
The inventory situation was 
partly reflected in the latest 
jobless figures that reflected a 
630.000 increase in the work 
force, mostly in retail trades. 
But the unemployment report 
said factory workers still were 
not being rehired. 
That fact also turned up in 
Thursday’s inventory statistics, 
which showed manufacturers 
continuing to sell goods from 
stockrooms. But Pate said the 
factory inventory liquidation 
should end shortly. 
"The bulk of the inventory 
liquidation is now behind us,” 
Pate said. ” ... Continued in­ 
creases in business sales will 
have to be met out of new 
production.” This "augurs well 
for increased employment,” 
Pate said. 
Factory production and 
employment generally pick up 
at wholesalers and retailers 
buy goods to increase their in­ 
ventories and to meet con­ 
sumer demand. And consumers 
are buying, the Commerce 
Department said. 
Business sales of retailers, 
wholesalers and manufacturers 
increased 1.5 per cent. The 
sharpest gains were at the 
manufacturing level in June. 
Preliminary figures for the 
past four weeks indicate retail 
sales are 8 per cent higher than 
the same period in 1974. 


Although factory production 
should surge in the next few 
months, Pate said, improve­ 
ment in job opportunities will 
lag until November of 
December because busines­ 
smen will not begin rehiring un­ 
til they are certain "recovery is 
real.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
Robert Kennedy assassination 
case of 1968 has been ordered 
reopened to determine whether 
there may have been a second 
gunman in the Ambassador 
Hotel pantry where he was 
killed 
Superior Court Judge Robert 
Wenke approved a suit Thurs­ 
day calling for refiring of the 
pistol which was wrested from 
the hand of Sirhan Sirhan after 
a dozen eyewitnesses saw him 
firing bullets into the senator’s 
body 
Sirhan, a Palenstinian im­ 
migrant. was convicted of first- 
degree murder and is serving a 
life sentence at San Quentin. 
Wenke set Sept. 11 for a hear­ 
ing to decide the circumstances 
under which the ballistics 
evidence will be re-examined. 
There have been claims that 
bullets removed from Ken­ 
nedy’s body did not match one 
removed from 
a bystander 
wounded in the shooting. 
The suit was brought by Paul 
Schrade. a United Auto 
Workers executive who was 
standing at Kennedy’s side 
seven years ago and who also 
was hit by a bullet. 
"It’s a great victory because 
it opens up the possibility of 
finding out the truth in this 
case.” Schrade said after the 
court ruling. 
"There are very serious 
errors and gaps in the original 
testing by the Los Angeles 
police crime lab. Some of the 
evidence is missing and we’ve 
got to find out the answers to 
these questions if we’re ever 
going to find out if there was 
another gunman in the room 
that night.” 
The Los Angeles district at- 
torney’s office, which 
prosecuted Sirhan and brought 
about his conviction in the 1969 
trial, supported re-examination 
of the evidence but said it was 
concerned how such a 
procedure might affect Sirhan’s 
status. 
Sirhan was not present in the 
courtroom but Barry Gold, one 
of his lawyers, said he was "of 
course, very pleased” with the 
court’s decision. 
Wenke directed that all in­ 
terested parties confer on who 
might supervise such tests — 
perhaps a "special master” ap­ 
pointed by the court — and the 
forensic experts who would par­ 
ticipate.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Presidential candidates dream­ 
ing of millions of dollars in 
federal campaign funds may be 
rudely awakened by the 
Federal Election Commission. 
The FEC Thursday con­ 
sidered a proposal that in many 
cases would sharply reduce or 
eliminate matching federal 
funds for presidential can­ 
didates Action on the plan was 
delayed until next week 
The proposal says that before 
a candidate can qualify for 
federal matching funds he first 
must deduct from his own 
money the amount it took to 
raise it. 
The gross amount that Gov. 
George Wallace of Alabama 
has raised, for instance, is 
about $4 million But he has 
spent 13 million in fund-raising 
and under the proposal only the 
net difference of $1 million 
would be matched 
Two FEC members said dur­ 
ing the meeting they favored 
the proposal. But another, 
Thomas Harris, said it would 


raise such havoc he doesn’t see 
any way out except by 
matching the gross amount 
raised 
"This would virtually wipe 
out several candidates” as far 
as federal funding is concerned, 
FEC counsel John Murphy said. 
Murphy said an informal sur­ 
vey showed the Democratic 
candidates who claim to have 
qualified — Wallace, Rep. 


Brown's invitation

left after fund-raising ” 
Under the proposal, can­ 
didates also would have trouble 
qualifying initially for federal 
financing The law says that to 
qualify a candidate must raise 
$5.000 in each of 20 states in in­ 
dividual contributions of $250 or 
less. 
"Without deducting fund­ 
raising. you could qualify in a 
state by raising $5.000 at a 
chicken barbecue that cost you 
$4.900,” said commissioner 
Vernon Thomson, who favors 
the new proposal.

Thunderstorms dropped more 
than three inches of rain on 
parts of central Illinois, 
flooding basements and streets, 
but the heavy rains moved out 
of the state today. 
Showers and thunderstorms 
Monday night also ranged 
through the Rockies and from 
West Texas to the Ohio Valley, 
along the Gulf of Mexico, and 
east of the Mississippi. 
However, the intensity of the 
storms diminished and most 
warnings expired by midnight. 
The Illinois storms produced 
a twister Monday night that 
struck the east edge of 
Rochester — a community of 
about 400 persons near 
Springfield — but no one was in­ 
jured. The twister damaged the 
last house before the city limit 
and several grain bins kept 
behind it, a Sangamon County 
sheriff’s office spokesman said. 
The thunderstorms also 
caused flooded streets and 
basements in Peoria, 111, 
In Texas, more than two in­ 
ches of rain fell at Amarillo 
early today. 
However, the rains did little 
to perk up corn crops in the 
central Plains and western 
Corn Belt. Soybean and 
sorghum crops have been 
helf^ by recent rains, but 
many com crops already are 
beyond help, agriculture of­ 
ficials said Thursday. 
“ I think the corn is beyond 
any substantial improvement,” 
Missouri Agriculture Director 
James Boillot said Thursday. 
“ But soybeans are another 
thing,” he said. “ I think this 
rain will help the soybeans 
tremendously.” 
Heavy rains poured up to six 
inches of rain over drought- 
stricken Kansas before the 
storm system moved eastward 
Thursday. Rains also aided 
crops in southern Missouri, 
northern Arkansas and 
southern Indiana 


on Aug. 21. 1971. 
Three guards and two white 
inmates died in the violence.

Then, the witness said, 
Jackson shouted; “ Gentlemen, 
the dragon has come.” 
McCray said the convict 
ordered him and Rubiaco to lie 
face down on the floor while 
Jackson made another correc­ 
tional officer open the cells. 
The former officer said he 
was bound with electrical cord 
and a piece of clothing was 
placed over his head. Then, he 
said, his throat was cut. 
“ It was a swift cut, very 
painless ... I went limp ... I 
played dead,” he told the jury. 
McCray said that he and 
another guard, Paul Krasenes, 
were dragged into a cell and he 
heard his associate say, “ God 
have mercy on my soul.” 
McCray said an inmate then 
yelled, “ One of these bastards 
is still alive — I sensed he was 
being cut some more.” He ad­ 
ded he then heard Krasenes 
gasp and “ become silent.” 
He said he then heard fellow 
guard Frank P. DeLeon plead, 
“ I have five children.”

Cost-cutting rules 
approved by NCAA 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Rules changes to 
cut costs almost 40 per cent in some 
phases of collegiate competition had 
been approved by delegates to the NCAA 
special convention today, with oppor­ 
tunity remaining to make further slashes 
in almost two thirds of the cost-shaving 
proposals up for discussion. 
In a hectic session, which ran more 
than an hour past its scheduled closing 
Thursday, the delegates: 
— Eliminated the $15 per month pay­ 
ment to athletes for incidental expenses 
and school supplies except for books; 
— Cut the permissible number of 
grants in aid in minor sports to 80 for the 


larger Division I schools, a 40 per cent 
reduction; 
— Cut the grants in minor sports for 
Division II schools to 60, a 40 per cent sl­ 
ash; 
— Imposed a limit of 60 grants for foot­ 
ball ami 12 for basketball on Division II 
schools, previously under the general 
limit of 105; 
— Cut the number of football grants 
for Division I schools from 105 to 95 with 
a limit of 30 per year; 
— Cut the number of basketball grants 
for Division I from 18 to 15 with a limit of 
six per year.

More busts 
are coming

Even though Dave Forbes escaped 
prosecution for his attack upon another 
hockey player, sports have not heard the 
last from our nation’s civil prosecutors. 
Lawbreakers abound in sports, and 
many civil authorities feel that it’s about 
time these scofflaws stopped getting 
away with their criminal activities. 
With the Forbes case, the door has 
been opened. We can expect to see a new 
get-tough attitude by law-enforcement 
agencies. 
In fact, here are a few stories that 
came over the wire this morning: 


LOS ANGELES. An undercover SWAT 
team from the Los Angeles Police 
Department last night arrested 37,502 
fans at Dodger Stadium on charges of 
misdemeanor littering. 
The mass arrest was made immediate­ 
ly following a ballgame between the 
Dodgers and Cardinals. 
"Littering is against the law and we’re 
darn sure going to enforce the law," said 
Ed Davis, LA Police Chief. “Our country 
is in deep trouble today because of litter- 
bugs and other similar preverts.’’ 
The 37,502 fans were taken to county 
jail by a convoy of specially chartered 
Greyhound buses. A police mop-up detail 
collected 83 tons of assorted hot dog 
wrappers, programs, beer cups and 
peanut shells to be used as evidence. 


HOUSTON. The Houston Astros were 
arrested today and charged with loiter­ 
ing, vagrancy and impersonating a 
baseball team. 
Despite repeated warnings from local 
police, the Astros refused to "either dis­ 
perse or move along," according to a 
local police official, who added "They 
live in an abandoned cellar and appear to 
have no means or intention of searching 
for employment.” 
Astro general manager George Smith, 
who was slapped with an additional 
charge of malfeasance in office, said the 
Astros’ sorry condition was attributable 
to the fact that the team was unable to 
schedule games against the Detroit 
Tigers. 


OAKLAND. The Oakland A’s today 
sued the entire population of this East 
Bay city for divorce on the grounds of 
non-support, incompatibility and 
adultry. 
The latter charge was added when 
several Oaklandites were seen recently 
slipping off to attend San Francisco 
Giants’ games. 
Chaiges were filed immediately after 
Tuesday’s ballgame in the Oakland 
Coliseum against the Red Sox. a game 
attended by 14 people, all of them vac- 
ationeers from Iowa.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Jim 
Thorpe is finally going to make 
it, 62 years after the deed, 22 
years after he died. 
That's the feeling I get, and 
the feeling keeps growing 
stronger all the time. Especial­ 
ly when the President of the 
United States pleads on a per­ 
sonal basis with the Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee in 
Jim Thorpe’s behalf and when 
so many others endorse the 
President's sentiment and de­ 
mand to know when justice is 
going to be done 
From a sentimental stand­ 
point. I can understand this sud­ 
den new move to “ reinstate” 
Jim Thorpe 
As a former athlete himself, 
Gerald Ford has a natural feel­ 
ing for a man like Jim Thorpe 
Similarly, I can appreciate the 
way Lord Killanin, the IOC 
President, feels about those two 
gold medals Thorpe had to give 
back after he won the decathlon 
and pentathlon in the 1912 
Olympics at Stockholm, then 
was discovered to have played 
professional baseball in the 
minor leagues for $60 a month. 
By-law B-l, Rule 26 of the 
Olympic regulations says 
clearly: 
“A competitor must not be, 
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or have been, a professional 
athlete in any sport, or con­ 
tracted to be so before the of­ 
ficial closing of the Games " 
That rule was in the book the 
year Jim Thorpe competed in 
the Olympics and is still there 
today. 
If you read the letter Thorpe 
wrote to James E. Sullivan, 
secretary of the Amateur 
Athletic Union, on Jan 26.1913, 
confirming the fact he was a 
professional at the time he 
competed in the Olympics, it 
tugs at your heartstrings a lit­ 
tle, but it leaves no room for 
any doubt. 
Thorpe wrote from Carlisle, 
Pa., where he had attended the 
Indian School there 
"D ear Mr. Sullivan,” he 
began. 
“So much has appeared in the 
newspapers, that I went to the 
school authorities and told 
them just what there was to the 
stories. 
* 
“ I played at Rocky Mount and 
Fayetteville North Carolina in 
1909 and 1910 under my own 
name. On the teams I played 
with were several college men 
from the North who were earn­ 
ing money by playing ball dur­ 
ing their vacation and who were 
regarded as amateurs at home. 
“I did not play for the money 
there was in it because my 
property brings me in enough 
money to live on, but I liked to 
play ball. I was not very wise to 
the ways of the world and did 
not realize this was wrong and 
it would make me a profes­ 
sional to (sic) track meets — 
although I learned from the 
other players and for that 
reason I never told anyone at 
the school about it until today... 
“I have never realized until 
now what a big mistake I made 
keeping it a secret about my 
ball playing and I am sorry I did 
so. I hope I will be partly ex­ 
cused by the fact that I was 
simply an Indian schoolboy and 
did not know I was doing wrong. 
I was doing what I knew several 
other college men had done ex­ 
cept that they did not use their 
own names....and I hope that 
the AAU and the people will not 
be too hard in judging me.” 
It’s hard for me to com­ 
prehend on what grounds the 
IOC can reinstate Jim Thorpe.

in sale of oil leases 


WASHINGTON UP1 - The 
g o v ern m en t’s final en ­ 
vironmental imoact statement 
concedes that there will be 
some pollution risk in the 
proposed sale 1.6 million acres 
of oil and gas leases on the out­ 
er continental shelf off southern 
California 
The sale of leases was ex­ 
pected to take place in October, 
despite threatened legal action 
by the state of California and 
the city of Los Angeles 
The environmental impact 
statement, published Thursday 
by the Bureau of Land Manage- 
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ment, will be used by Interior 
Department officials to deter­ 
mine whether or not to go ahead 
with the sale. 
Sources predicted a decision 
to conduct the sale would be 
made in mid-September But 
they said the sale probably 
would not cover all 1.6 million 
acres, excluding at least the 
area which can be seen from 
shore. 
Although it admitted some 
risk of environmental pollution, 
the statement emphasized that 
the risk would result principally 
from either accidental or 
chronic oil spills 
The statement also promised 
"v isu a l 
en vironm ental 
degradation” — destruction of 
the scenery — if platform 
development is allowed in the 
Santa Monica and San Pedro 
areas. It also admitted there 
would be a risk to the breeding 
habitat, particularly sea mam­ 
mals and sea birds. 
TW final statement raised 
several alternatives, including 
reduction of the acreage of­ 
fered, delaying the sale, 
withdrawing the sale or leasing 
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in other outer continental 
shelf frontier areas instead. 
It also raised another con­ 
troversial alternative — that 
the federal government do ex­ 
ploratory drilling before leas­ 
ing or mandate a delay period 
between exploration and 
development of the leases 
Such alternatives have to 
date never been used by the 
Interior Department in its leas­ 
ing. 
The statement was submitted 
to the President’s Council on 
Environmental Quality. It is 
available for public review dur­ 
ing the next 30 days. 


Second 
Viking 
readied 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Pla. 
UPI — Engineers readied a se­ 
cond Viking spacecraft today 
for positioning atop a Titan- 
Centaur rocket in an effort to 
get the vehicle to Mars in time 
for the nation's bicentennial 
next year. 
John Neilon, director of 
launch operations at Kennedy 
Space Center, announced 
Thursday officials are aiming 
for an Aug. 20 launch of the 
spacecraft instead of the Aug. 
24 date set Wednesday. 
Neilon said that if the Viking 
is launched according to the 
new schedule, there is a small 
chance the 505-million-mile 
journey to Mars could be com­ 
pleted in time for a July 4,1976. 
landing on the planet. 
Even if an Independence Day 
landing is not possible, officials 
want to have a lander on Mars 
at least 60 days before Nov. 15. 
1976, when a lineup of the 
planets will make Earth-Mars 
communications impossible for 
at least a month. 
The Mars mission calls for 
two launches of identical Viking 
ships 10 days apart. 
Plans to launch the first Vik­ 
ing Thrusday were canceled 
after batteries aboard the 
spacecraft were found drained. 
ITie launch originally had been 
set for Monday but was put 
back three days by a faulty 
valve in the rocket. 
Engineers removed the 
trouble-ridden vehicle from 
atop the rocket Thursday. By 
replacing it with the sister ship 
and launching that one first. 
they will have^more time to 
work on the problems plaguing 
the first spacecraft.

RIVERSIDE. Calif. (UPI) 
Police kept a low profile Thurs­ 
day night in a Mexican- 
American neighborhood where 
an investigation of an at­ 
tempted murder the night 
before led to a gunfight that 
wounded two officers and three 
residents. 
Two aircraft — a police 
helicopter plus a sheriff’s air­ 
plane — were also downed in 
the violent confrontation in the 
Casa Blanca barrio early 
Thursday. 
Over 120 officers from there 


were used in the gunfight. 
Police spent most of Thurs­ 
day investigating the attempted 
murder of Steven Clark, 22, who 
had been shot and stabbed at a 
neighborhood park, and police 
said they would keep “a low 
profile” overnight to prevent 
further violence. 
Police flushed one suspect out 
of a 40-acre cornfield, and the 
15-year-old juvenile was 
charged with the attempted 
murder of Clark. Four other 
suspects apparently escaped. 
At one point during the 


shootout, police drove a city 
dump truck into Casa Blanca to 
drive off rooftop snipers who 
had several officers pinned 
down. The operation was a suc­ 
cess. but two of the eight of­ 
ficers in the truck were 
wounded by gunfire. 
Sgt. Ben Castleberry, the 
driver, was hit in the side and 
face by 16 shotgun pellets, and 
doctors said he will probably 
lose his right eye Sgt. Mike 
Carter was wounded in the 
wrist while clinging to the 
truck's side, and he was treated 


at the hospital and released. 
Mary Ahumada, 38. a 
neighborhood resident, was 
shot in the foot. Two other resi­ 
dents. Larry Romero, 20. and 
Daniel Ahumada. 18. were also 
wounded slightly 
and were 
detained by police for question­ 
ing 
Police said the five men who 
attacked Clark also abducted 
his girlfriend. Cathy Pappas, 
and stole his pickup truck. 
Officers found the suspects in 
the stolen truck, and pursued 
them into a cornfield. 


Police surrounded the corn­ 
field and came under sporadic 
gunfire from around the field 
"We didn’t know what we 
were up against.” said Police 
Chief Fred Ferguson. “It’s a 
very unfriendly area at four in 
the morning.” 
Ferguson said the fire from 
nearby houses was a deliberate 
attempt “to draw us away from 
the cornfield so they could es 
cape.” 
Ferguson said a police infor­ 
mant indicated Miss Pappas 
was released by her alleged ab­ 
ductors and was hiding out 
because of outstanding arrest 
warrants.

Unfair taxation 


Our county, along with 
several others, has recently 
been the scene of irate tax­ 
payer meetings where serious 
threats are being made to 
withhold property tax pay­ 
ments from local govern­ 
ments. The “taxpayer strike” 
threat is generated by in­ 
creased assessments ranging 
from 40 per cent to 100 per 
cent in some areas, plus the in­ 
creased tax rates by counties, 
school districts and other local 
government entities. 
We have to agree with the 
Santa Barbara County Tax­ 
payers’ Association. They say 
that such threats will never 
succeed to any extent because 
of one factor. From 50 to 80 
per cent of all real property in 
California is financed by 
m o r t g a g e s 
and 
tax 
delinquency represents a 
default of such mortgages sub­ 
ject to foreclosure. 
We further agree with the 
association on the best ap­ 
proach to the problem. That is, 
remove the “people oriented” 
services of local government 
from the property tax. Educa­ 
tion, welfare, health, mental 
health and the courts are all 
examples of services that do 
not benefit, or relate, to the 
ow nership of property . 
Property taxes pay over half 
the costs of education, 20 per 
cent of the costs of welfare, a 


large portion of health ser­ 
vices and nearly 100 per cent 
of the judicial system. About 
60 per cent of the property tax 
dollar, according to the as­ 
sociation, goes to education 
exclusively. Of the remaining 
40 per cent, about half is 
related to property oriented 
services such as police, fire, 
sewage, water, plahning, zon­ 
ing and the ever present gar­ 
bage can. Roads and streets 
are paid for by gas tax funds 
collected by your friendly ser­ 
vice station operator. 
If just the educational 
system was removed from the 
property tax method of 
funding, a $1,200 yearly 
property tax bill would be 
reduced to $480. Elimination 
of welfare, health and the 
courts would reduce it to $240, 
an 80 per cent savings. 
How can this major shift in 
taxation take place? 
First of all, don’t count on 
local government. They have 
very little control over the 
problem. The answer obvious­ 
ly lies in the legislative halls in 
Sacramento and Washington. 
Whether it is done by in­ 
creased sales taxes, increased 
income taxes, a value added 
tax, or any other broad based, 
all encompassing tax is im­ 
material. As long as it is based 
on income or purchasing 
power rather than on the in­ 


c i d e n t a l o w n e r s h i p of 
property, it would be fairer 
than the present, cruel system 
of property taxation that taxes 
unrealized capital gain in the 
majority of instances. 
It won’t be easy and it won’t 
happen soon, the association 
warns. The present system is 
deep rooted and comfortable 
to local entities and they will 
fight for its retention. In addi­ 
tion, it is a known fact that 
local taxpayers seldom con­ 
tact the legislature. In con­ 
tract, the League of California 
Cities, the County Supervisors 
Association of California, the 
California 
Association of 
School Boards, the California 
Teachers Association, Special 
District Associations and all of 
the groups living off property 
taxes are well organized and 
w e ll 
r e p r e s e n t e d 
in 
Sacramento to protect the 
status quo of open-ended 
budgeting by which, within 
limits, shortages in funds are 
m a d e up by i n c r e a s e d 
property taxes. 
Every concerned property 
owner should bombard elected 
representatives in Sacramento 
and Washington with demands 
for this major change in the 
way people-oriented services 
are financed. Letters must 
pour in by the thousands if the 
representatives are to wake up 
and act.

Portuguese showdown 
Bad rip-off 


It is plain that they are headed towards 
civil war in Portugal. The antagonists 
are: the Communist Party, in substan­ 
tial control of the army, criticized as 
biased against the Communist Party — 
on the contrary, the Communists, in ef­ 
fective control through the military 
probably succeeded in exaggerating 
their strength — the 
returns were 13 per 
cent of the vote for the 
Communists. It is 
altogether 
probable 
that if another election 
were held tomorrow, 
the Communists would 
com e in 
w ith a 
reduced percentage, 
because between May 
and August the Com­ 
munists have bared 
their big teeth. 
No one can predict 
with any confidence what would happen 
in the event of civil war. We cannot know 
how much of the military would defect. 
As of this writing, a unit commander of 
the military apparently had no difficulty 
in getting his men to fire point-blank 
against a crowd of protesters, wounding 
20. 
Whether the trigger men were 
animated by the spirit of military 
obedience, or whether they are 
ideological zealots, once again we do not 
know. We know only that the three top 
men in the so-called government of Por­ 
tugal are tough agents of the Communist 
movement % and are quite prepared to 
satellize Portugal to that movement, and 
that the probability is that any 
resistance to them by an unarmed people 
will require outside help. 
Outside help, as we all know or should, 
is of course being supplied by the Soviet 
Union on a regular basis. Well before the 
elections in May, the value of it was es­ 
timated at ten million dollars per month 
in direct aid from Moscow. Ten million 
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dollars of aid is a great deal in a country 
the size of Portugal. Moreover, since we 
all recognize the ruling junta as a de 
facto government of Portugal, there is 
no warrant to block any shipments of 
arms to be used for the purpose of sup­ 
pressing liberal resistance to the Com­ 
munists. 
We are, thus, poorly situated juridical­ 
ly to move: but move we should, and im­ 
mediately. 
It has become something of a cliche’ 
that with the emasculation of the CIA by 
Congress, we are left without that ap­ 
purtenance most useful in situations like 
this one: the discreet agency that comes 
up with the aid and know-how to resist 
the tyrants. This is unquestionably true, 
and it is tragic to see the neutralization 
of the para-military arm of the CIA. 
Still, in the circumstances, we should 
prefer an open to a clandestine solution. 
Our unwillingness to act openly is itself 
supremely damaging — not only to the 
cause of freedom in Portugal, but 
everywhere else in the world and, in par­ 
ticular, in the Mediterranean Basin. 
Instead of furtive aid to the Portuguese, 
we should aid them directly: brazenly; 
ostentatiously — an unambiguous 


declaration of solidarity with the 
beleaguered people on our side of the 
Iron Curtain. 
Concretely, the NATO powers should 
jointly resolve to withdraw legal 
recognition of the government of Por­ 
tugal, branding it an imposter govern­ 
ment and an agent of a foreign power. 
We should then institute a naval 
blockade forbidding passage into Por­ 
tuguese ports of any arms or ammuni­ 
tion destined for the junta. We should 
make provisions for leaders of the demo­ 
cratic opposition to set up a council 
representing the true government of 
Portugal and give it shelter, as neces­ 
sary, outside Uie Iberian Peninsula. The 
Azores should be encouraged to 
recognize that provisional government 
as authoritative. 
See then how the situation would 
develop — with an end to Soviet ship­ 
ments to Portugal, and an isolation of the 
military tyrants. Perhaps they would fall 
of their own weight. Perhaps we would 
finally need to push them. It would be 
made clear that our fidelity to NATO 
will govern. And that therfore toe days of 
the three Generals and their sub-tyrants 
are numbered. 


From everything one reads these days 
it isn’t difficult to conclude that the U.S. 
Postal System does have its problems in 
a financial sense. And now adding to 
their woes are some persons will go to 
any extreme to beat the system to save a 
few cents and only end up being penny 
wise and very pound foolish. 
Not too long ago it 
became great sport 
for some people to 
send in their utility 
p a y m en ts in un­ 
stamped 
envelopes 
letting the utility com­ 
panies pick up the tab 
for the postage when 
the envelopes came in 
postage due. 
It turned into quite a 
rip -off that co st 
utilities quite a bit of 
money. We all realize, 
of course, that when we cost utilities 
quite a bit of money there is only one 
place they are going to recover their los­ 
ses — right? 
Well, the postal service put an end to 
this racket and announced it would no 
longer deliver any unstamped mail to the 
addressee. Instead, such unstamped let­ 
ters would be returned to the sender if 
there was a return address or to the 
dead-letter office if not. 
But now a new racket is emerging. The 
postal service did not do away with the 
delivery of postage due mail. The new 
rip-off consists of putting a one-cent 
stamp on an envelope and sending it to 
the billing agency. 
What such small-time criminals don’t 
realize is that they are eventually going 
to hurt not only themselves but also 
every postal service user in the country. 
It will not be long before postal 
authorities will be pressured into giving 
relief from this nine-cent postage due 
thievery and the result will be that all 
mail with insufficient postage will have 
to be returned to the sender. 
The extra handling can result in only 
one of two things: a further deterioration 
in the mail service or an increase in 
rates. 
A postal service already confronted 
with mounting financial problems can’t 
take on additional activity without af­ 
fecting the whole operation fiscally or 
otherwise. 
Right now a controversy is going on in 
Washington on how to solve this 
problem. 
The perfect solution, of course, is if 
everybody would get honest and remain 
honest and pay his or her own postage 
and not expect it to be done by others.

In a declared attempt to head off a 
statewide property tax Assemblyman 
John L.E. Collier has proposed a county 
wide school tax which would make sub­ 
stantial changes in school district financ­ 
ing. 
Under Collier’s proposals, contained in 
ACA 5 and AB 7, the present basic state 
aid to school districts would be 
eliminated as would the school districts’ 
authority to levy local property taxes. 
"I would not make this proposal were 
it not for the imminent threat of a 
statewide property tax,” Collier said. 
Under his plan the average of present 
school district tax rates would be used to 
apply a countywide tax. However, this 
would only apply to commercial and in­ 
dustrial property. Residential properties 
would remain unaffected and still sub­ 
ject to taxation within a school district. 
The threat of a statewide tax to which 
Collier refers is that resulting from the 
Supreme Court ruling in what has become 
known as the “Serrano” case. In that it 
was held that the state constitution 
requires uniformity in assessment and 
taxation of real property and that dis­ 
parities in wealth between school dis­ 
tricts was such as to deny equal educa­ 
tion to all. It referred the problem back 
to the Superior Court which then outlined 
the standards to be met for California’s 
school financing. That decision has been 
appealed but it is anticipated that the ul­ 
timate result will require changes in the 
present finance methods and possibly a 
statewide tax to achieve them. 
Collier says the assumptions made in 
the Serrano case that poor people live in 
districts of low wealth are not necessari­ 
ly true. He says many poor people live in 
high assessed valuation districts while 
many middle class live in districts where 
tax revenues are low. 
It is his theory that the commercial 
and industrial properties make the dis­ 
trict wealthy and his plan would 
redistribute that wealth to the districts 
within a county. He admits there would 
be disparities between counties, but says 
his constitutional amendment would per­ 
mit that and thus protect against any 
court mandated statewide tax.

As it stands each school district 
presently gets a flat ADA basic grant of 
$125 per pupil regardless of its wealth. 
Those whose tax collections fail to bring 
the ADA financial support up to the 
amount established by the state as that 
which is needed as the "foundation,” 
receive "equalization” money from the 
state. Collier would eliminate the basic 
grant and provide funds only to those dis­ 
tricts which do not meet the "foun­ 
dation” needs. He excludes the com­ 
munity colleges from all provisions leav­ 
ing them to continue with present local 
district taxes. 
Although there would be significant 
shifts of tax burden and impacts on state 
equalization funds if the bills were ap­ 
proved, the exact implications of his 
proposals have not been determined. It is 
believed the Collier proposals would be 
less costly to the state than any of the 
other solutions to the Serrano case so far 
proposed. 
But his bills are bound to stir rabid op­ 
position from real estate and business in­ 
terests. And, since residences are ex­ 
cluded. it holds no promise of relief for 
homeowners. Tax experts see only a 
"draw” for them with the effect being 
higher taxes for half and lower for the 
other half. 
As one legislative consultant, who 
predicted the bills would not pass, 
observed, "There's something in them to 
offend everyone.” 
Others see little likelihood of any solu­ 
tions to the issues raised by the Serrano 
decision forthcoming before another 
year or two.
